Imperial. Troops Routed After 


Two Days' Fight.

Hankow and Warship Sunk By Its 


Crew, Who Deserted. 


H ankow , Oct. 21.—A fter two days' 
fighting th e revolutionists have won a 
decided 
victory over th e 
im perial 
troops, which have been iorced to re- 
tre a t to a point ten miles north of 
Hankow. 
W ith th e defeat of the troops the 
loyalist gunboats dropped down the 
i iv, 
several miles out of range of 
fire. I ne vessel, however, was sunk in 
the liv er by its crew, who deserted to 
the rebels. 
W hen the fighting ceased on Wed- 
rn sd ay evening the revolutionists took 
up a strong position. Reinforcem ents 
for th e 
rebels arrived 
during the 
night and earl} next moi Ding a force 
fully FifiOO strong com menced an ad­ 
vance on the imperial encam pm ent. 
T his was conducted cautiously. On 
the m arch the rebels burned hundreds 
of huts, fearing an am bush. 
T he loyalist infantry m ade a faint 
show of resistance, while th e imper! ii 
gunboats threw a few shells ineffe • 
tively. T he shots from th e warship* 
fell wide of the mark aud failed to 
dislodge a relied field gun which had 
been m ade the special object of a t­ 
tack. 
W hen the 
Republican scouts 
reached the imperial cam p they found 
it deserted, but, suspicious of a ruse, 
volleyed in all directions. 
Then the 
main body entered, waving banners 
and shouting iu jubilation. 
Tilt* loyalist evacuation was so hur­ 
ried ifiat they left many ten ts aud six 
carloads of of baggage aud amomal* 
t ion. 
T he rebel arm y is now entrenched 
in cam p th ree miles from Hankow. 
T he I valists have halted seven miU*s 
fu rth er north, w here they a re aw ait­ 
ing i en fo rce m en ts. 
In th e fighting the telegraph office 
at H ankow was burned and the line* 
to Pekin and Shanghai for a mite be­ 
yond the settlem ent w ere destroyed.

New Castle, Wyo., Oct. 21.— P resi­ 
dent T aft told an audience here th at 
th e adm inistration would continue to 
push th e enforcem ent of th e S herm an 
anti-trust law “no m atter w h eth er we 
be dam ned or not.” 
Mr. T aft gave a general account of 
tho work of his adm inistration and 
his aim s when he jum ped once more 
into th e question of tru st prosecutions, 
answ ering them with even m ore h e a t, 
than he has exhibited heretofore the 
criticism

H e said: 
“Ju s t as we are about to reach a 
proper and successful prosecution of 
that law we begin to find th a t there 
are som e people that object to the 
adm inistration on account of th e fact 
th a t we prosecute those tru sts and 
enforce the law.

OUR SENSITIVE PLANET. 


Constant Changes In tha Shape of the 
e a r t h s Crust. 
One uuturnhy tbtoku of the earth ’s 
i rust as tieing exceedingly solid aud 
i ta Me. except iierliapa In volcanic re­ 
gions where earthquakes are of fre- 
luetit occurrence. 
As a m atter of 
fact. however, the shell of our planet 
la extremely sensitive aud most deli­ 
cately balanced, so that under the In­ 
fluences of causes that seem altogeth­ 
er Insignificant iu comparison with the 
gigantic bulk and weight of the earth 
it yields and 
fluctuates in u 
most 
amazing ma utter. 
To an eye so placed as to be ca lia­ 
ble of laking in at one comprehensive 
glance the whole round outline of the 
glolie It would not appear of precisely 
the sam e shape during an entire day 
ur even un hour. 
Most of the changes 
referred to are, of course, very slight 
w hen com pared with the size- of the 
earth Itself. 
The operation of atmospheric and 
oceanic and other similar causes Is 
continually bringing about changes In 
the shape of the earth's crust. 
One 
of the m ost Interesting of the agencies 
whereby such alterations are effected 
Is the carrying power of rivers. W her­ 
ever a great* quantity of sand and 
gravel Is belug brought down from the 
Inferior of a continent ami poured into 
the sea. as, for Instance, along the 
port Ii western coast of Europe or th** 
gulf coast of the United States, the 
weight of the e a rth ’* crust is slowly 
Increasing, 
and 
the consequence is 
seen Iii the gradual subsidence of the 
sli ore. 
Sn* h a sinking has been going on 
for thousands of years along the North 
sea coast and on t h e continental side 
of the fhitl-h chunnel. 
A similar de 
press in ii is occurring on 
t he eastern 
edge of our own country and along 
the gulf of Mexico, 
it h as I won est! 
mated that the gulf c o a s t is sinking 
at the rate of nearly t w o feet in a 
century. 
Corresponding elevations must, o# 
course, oocu: elsewhere. 
And lo the-** 
slow changes Iii tire level of the earth's 
crust earthquakes are due as well a** 
to the more violent local disturbances 
created by volcanic action.—Harper'* 
Weekly.
